CURRENT SITUATION: Large fire activity continued in Southern California.
No significant fire activity was reported for the rest of the United
States.

Southern California Large Fires:

SUR, Los Padres NF. A Type 1 Incident Management Team (Giachino) is
assigned. The Ffire is located 3 miles south of Big Sur, CA. All residents
and visitors east of Highway 1 were evacuated. Steep terrain and strong
winds have hindered control efforts.

BANOS, Madera-Mariposa Ranger Unit, California State. The
lightning-caused fire is located on the west side of Interstate 5, south
of Los Banos, CA. Ranches in the vicinity are threatened.
